Suc~ 

cessor to Freund as head of the Consular Department is Kurt Prezel. "ith 

the dissolution of the Cultural Affaira Department, the former head of it, 

Schatter, has been dismissed. Schatter was considered yy the SED as un- 

progressive. Me is said to be a student of the classics and at bottom 25X4 
not in sympathy with the communist ideology. . 


5, Although the 500 delegates to the Brandenburg CDU party convention in 
Eberswalde on 12 July 1950 demonstrated unrestrained enthusiasm for the 
official CDU lins ar expressed in the various speeches, it was noticeable 
that uhon Dertinger aldressed the populace of Ebarswaide only about 3000 
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persons appeared in the market rlaco to hear him, Many persons in the 
crowd wore heard to mitter disapproval of Dertinger, in goneral re~ 
proaching him for having sold out to the commmnists. The children 
present, however, were noticeably enthusiastic. 


6. The DDR Foreign Ministry is preparing a diplomatic mission to send to 
Albariia, but details are not yet known. Treaties are stil] planned for 
tha sumer of 1950 between the DDR and Rumania and Dulgaria.
